The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

The prior art, alone or in combination, fails to teach or 
fairly suggest a memory device comprising a memory array having 
data stored in a memory cell, the memory cell having a select 
gate coupled to a wordline, a first electrode coupled to a 
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bitline, and a second electrode coupled to a conductor; and a 
periphery circuit coupled to the memory array, the periphery 
circuit transmitting a first voltage to the wordline and 
transmitting a second voltage to the conductor such that the 
bitline is set to a third voltage that is equal to the first 
voltage minus a threshold voltage of the memory cell, wherein the 
periphery circuit senses the third voltage to determine the data 
stored by the memory cell.
